ance of his official duty in summoning 
the petit jury, our High Sheriff indulged 
in some of the strangest and drollest 
freaks, that has probably ever been heard 
of in any town or country.

Important Indian Treaty.—General 


Medill, Superintendent of Indian Affairs, 
has just concluded a treaty with the 
Menominee Indians, when?by the United 
Stoics acqaires a title to 4,000,000 acres 
oi land in Wisconsin, embracing some 
valuable territory on the Fox and Wis- 
consin rivers. !i includes Little ajad Big 
Bull Falls, Whitnep's Mills, and parti 
of Brown, Portage and Wisconsin, coun- 
ties, as represented in the recent maps 
of the Territory. The canal could not 
be made, because the Indiana owned 
much of the land. 
Il has now been 


bought ; and two days after the making 
of the treaty, two hundred squatters hal 
laid their claims. 
The land is rery rich 


and valuable. The treaty is a very fair 
one for boih parties. 
The Indiana get 


about $300,000, and out of this a tpecific 
sum is set apart for a manual labor 
school, a grist mill, blacksmith shop, and 
the support of a miller for fifteen yean. 
The present annuities, of this tribe ceaso 
in 1857. 
Gen. Medill arranged it so as 


to commence the paymem thereafter in> 
annual payments, so that the Indians 
cannot squander their money and yet 
have it as they need it, 


New England and the Cholera.—The 


Boston Daily Advertiser contains a -lit- 
ter from Dr. C. T. Jackson, in which ho 
expresses the opinion that the Asiatic 
cholera will not prevail in New England 
to any considerable extent. 
He founds 


this opinion on the known geological 
character of lhat region. 
He says that 


the cities situated on limestone or terti- 
ary soils have always suffered most se- 
verely from this scourge; while the pri- 
mary or granite regions have nerer been 
visited to any considerable extent. 


From the fact that it has never visited 


the granite countries of Swilierland ot^ 
Tyrol, in Europe, while it followed the 
colcarcous districts around ; and since it 
did not occur in the primary districts' of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and 
Massachusetts, while it did fellow the 
calcareous formations through Canada, 
New York, Ohio, and along the Missis- 
sippi, Dr. Jackson infers that the calca- 
reous soil, or water, has much to do 
with the production of the disease. 


A Startling Fact.—The celebrated 


Dr. Molt, in an opening lecture at the 
University of New York, last Monday 
evening, it is stated, asserted distinctly; 
that of the thirty thousand death* whieh 
occurred in our army during the Mexican 
war, one-third at least were caused by 
the want of timely medical and surgical 
treatment.
